FOR  THE  YEAR  1959. _ 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Northampton  rural  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Again  I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  annual  Report  for 
the  year  1  959 . 

Statistics  generally  agree  -with  those  of  the  rest  of  the 
County  and  there  were  no  cases  of  maternal  mortality. 

Infectious  diseases  were  similar  to  England  and  ;.7ales  and 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  reported,  perhaps  in  part  due  to 
increased  numbers  being  vaccinated. 

As  regards  housing,  perhaps  the  Council  should  consider  if 
more  houses  are  required  when  in  one  village  five  refusals  of 
a  house  offered  by  the  Council  v/as  reported.  There  are  so  many 
private  building  schemes  in  this  area  that  perhaps  people  are 
finding  the  houses  that  they  require  without  the  help  of  Council 
houses. 

All  villages  should  now  have  proper  sewerage  schemes  and 
one  can  congratulate  the  Council  on  having  achieved  this 
satisfactory  state. 

My  thanks  to  Mr.  Miller,  Mr.  Merriman  and  Mr.  Harris  for 
all  the  help  in  the  past  year  and  also  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee.

2.  Laboratory  Facilities:  - 

The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the  Public  Health 
Departnent  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
whose  laboratory,  in  charge  of  which  is  Dr.  C.  Hoyle,  is  situated 
at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital.  The  bacteriological 
examinat ion  of  water  samples  and  ice-cream  samples  is  also  carried 
out  by  Dr.  Hoyle. 

3.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin:  - 

A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  always  available  for  use  in  the 
District  by  applying  to  the  dispenser  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  can  be  obtained  from  the  Public 
Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Guildhall  Road,  Northampton. 

4.  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics:  - 

Child  Welfare  Centres,  provided  by  the  County  Council,  are 
held  at  Duston,  Hackleton,  Kislingbury,  Weston  Favell  and  Roade. 

An  antenatal  clinic,  also  provided  by  the  County  Council,  is 
available  at  the  County  Hell,  Northampton.

A  further  Mass  Radiography  survey  was  carried  out  at  a  large 
factory  in  the  district.

However,  it  is  still  apparent  that  the  most  important 
factors  in  food  cleanliness  are  the  habits  and  practices  of  the 
food  handler. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  pay  especial  attention  to 
this  and  endeavour  to  instil  into  shopkeepers  and  their 
assistants  the  necessity  of  setting  an  example  to  the  public.

There  were  four  single  cases  of  food,  poisoning  during  the 
year  and  in  no  case  was  the  agent  identified.

Smallpox .

Surveillance  was  carried  out  of  a  contact  from  a  merchant 
ship  docking  at  London. 

Scarl_et_  Fever . 

Forty  five  cases  (l9  male,  26  female)  v/ere  notified  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  twenty-two  during  1958.  All  the 
cases  appeared  to  he  of  a  mild  clinical  type. 

Diphtheria. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 
Puerperal  Pyrexia . 

One  case  was  notified  under  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
Regulations,  1939,  in  the  year  under  review,  compared  with  none 
in  1958. 

Pneumonia. 

Twenty  five  cases  (l5  male,  10  female)  of  acute  primary 
pneumonia  or  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  thirteen  in  1958.  Pneumonia  was  the  certified 
cause  of  death  in  21  cases.  These  deaths  are  not 

necessarily  those  of  patients  who  were  notified  under  the 
relevant  regulations . 

Erysipelas . 

Eight  cases  (all  female)  were  notified,  compared  with  eight 
in  1958. 

Heasles_ . 

One  hundred  and  seventy  three  cases  (88  male,  85  female)  were 
notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  seven  hundred  and 
thirteen  in  1958.  There  were  no  deaths.

Generally  speaking,  the  District  has  a  high  standard  as  regards 
the  purity  of  water  supplies.  The  main  supply  is  now  available  to  all 
Parishes  in  the  District  excepting  Castle  Ashby  and  T/histon,  where  the 
supplies  are  chlorinated. 

Out  of  11  known  Public  Veils,  only  three  were  in  use  during  1959, 
compared  with  four  in  1953. 

During  the  year  no  sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 

Swimming  Pool . 

The  only  swimming  pool  in  the  District  (privately  owned)  is  some 
100  yards  long  by  30  yards  wide,  its  depth  varying  from  12  feet  to 
2  feet  hr  inches  in  the  shallow  end. 

The  source  of  the  water  used  is  mainly  from  an  old  gravel  workings 
lake  nearby.  The  pool  is  pumped  out  at  the  commencement  of  each  season 
and  allowed  to  fill  by  water  filtering  through  the  s  and  and  gravel  bottom. 

The  pool  water  is  treated  by  Break-point  chlorination  by  automatic 
plant,  the  water  for  this  is  from  a  deep  bore  and  is  fed  via  a  cascade  to 
the  shallow  end.  The  distribution  is  good. 

Bi-weekly  water  samples  are  taken  from  three  points  in  the  pool  each 
time  and  in  addition  comparator  tests  for  p.H.  value  and  residual 
chlorine  content  are  taken  on  these  occasions  and  on  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  during  the  sea.son  when  the  pool  is  in  full  use. 

During  the  year  102  such  samples  were  taken  and  only  on  seven 
occasions  was  the  result  of  bacteriological  examination  other  than 
satisfactory.  Of  these  only  two  showed  evidence  of  faecal  pollution 
due  to  temporary  failure  of  the  chlorination  plant. 

Tents^  Vans^  Sheds  and  Sjardl ar  S t rue t u re s . 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  difficulties  were  experienced 
in  supervising  the  caravans  connected  with  the  construction  of  the 
Yorkshire  Motorway,  as  the  labour  force  moved  along  the  motorway . 

As  the  project  neared  completion  however,  the  situation  eased  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  only  isolated  caravans  still 
stationed  within  the  District. 

There  has  been  no  significant  change  in  the  numbers  of  other 
residential  dwellings  in  the  District.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs . 

During  the  year  no  case  of  infestation  was  reported,  as  was  so 
in  1958. 
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SE.fERA  E  AND  "L..AOE  DISPOSAL, 


This  year  has  again  seen  good  progress  made,  of  v.hich  the  chief 
schemes  were  completion  of  the  combined  one  for  Rothersthorpe  and 
Milton,  and  near  completion  of  the  scheme  for  Hackleton,  riddington 
and  Horton. 

The  position  now  is  that  with  the  exception  of  the  hamlet  of 
V/histon,  all  parislies  have  main  drainage  and  in  providing  this,  the 
capital  expenditure  since  1947  has  been  some  £343,000, 

In  addition  during  the  year,  and  to  provide  for  new  estate 
development  a  relief  sewer  was  laid  at  New  Just  on,  and  to  alleviate 
flooding,  one  at  ferry  Lane,  Jootton. 

With  this  virtual  completion  of  main  sewerage,  attention  is 
not  being  directed  to  improvement  of  the  few  old  disposal  systems 
and  work  is  in  hand  for  this  at  Castle  r~shby,  plans  for  the  works 
at  Roade  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  survey  work  carried  out  at  Yardley  Hastings, 

The  arrangements  for  the  examination  of  effluents  by  the 
Northampton  Corporation  Disposal  forks  Laboratory  has  proved  very 
useful.  In  addition  'between  time'  field  tests  are  made  by  my  Deputy, 
and  the  following  table  gives  the  results  obtained.

HOUSING. 

Private  housing  development  continued  throughout  the  year  at 
an  undiminished  rate  and  many  house  owners  took  advantage  of 
improvement  grants  to  bring  existing  houses  up  to  modern  standards. 

During  the  year  the  new  form  of  grant,  the  Standard  Grant, 
for  the  provision  of  specified  amenities  became  available  and 
owners  who  would  perhaps,  not  have  otherwise  improved  their  houses 
took  advantage  of  these  grants  which  are  subject  to  less  stringent 
conditions . 

The  modernisation  of  the  older  type  of  Council  houses  at  Cogenhoe  anc 
Billing  was  completed  during  the  year  and  work  was  commenced  on  houses 
in  Hackleton,  Piddington  and  Harpole.  Other  parishes  are  under 
c  onside  rat ion .

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) (Pasteurised  and  Sterilised 
Milk )  Regulations,  1949,  six  supplementary  licences  were  issued 
during  the  year,  to  enable  firms  from  outside  the  area  to  retail 
pasteurised  milk  within  the  District  and  three  licences  were  issued 
for  sterilised  milk  to  he  sold.  Three  licences  were  issued  to 
traders  outside  the  area  to  sell  raw  tuberculin  tested  milk  in  the 
area. 

Ten  licences  were  also  issued  to  enable  dealers  whose  premises 
are  within  the  District  to  sell  milk  under  the  special  designation 
’Pasteurised’;  four  for  the  special  designation  'Sterilised'  and 
two  for  the  special  designation  'Tuberculin  Tested'.

The  survey  of  food  premises  is  proceeding  as  rapidly  as  the 
pressure  of  other  duties  permits.  The  foregoing  tables  set  out 
the  variety  of  the  food  premises  and  the  nature  of  the  work 
carried  out  during  the  year.  Visits  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  resulted  in  all  round  improvement  in  those  premises 
dealt  with,  both  in  the  provision  of  necessary  amenities  and  in 
respect  of  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  food  handling.

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MEAT  INSPECTION  (CONTINUED) . 

At  Hardingstone  abattoir,  additional  lairage  of  the  open 
yard  type  has  been  provided  and  more  yard  space  has  been 
concreted,  which  by  providing  more  room  for  transport  venicles 
helps  to  prevent  congestion  on  the  narrow  approach  road. 

Eighty-eight  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  were  discovered 
during  the  year  and  of  these  it  was  necessary  to  detain  27  in 
cold  storage  for  a  period  of  21  days. 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  slaughterhouses 
was  good,  and  the  slaughterhouse  occupiers  co-operated  very  well 
in  maintaing  satisfactory  conditions  in  their  premises.
